this Realm againſt the known Laws and Liberties of this King- 
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then reũden the Nine and thirty Articles of Religion, 
Cinch fn the 1 . 8 hirteenth year of the Reign of the late

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PREFACE. 


T hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the firſt 
= compiling of Her Publick Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two 
Erxtreams, of too much Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in 
admitting any variation from it. For, as on the one ſide common 
DAE tz ricnce ſheweth, — —„ ar 1 i 
c ctabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring). ſundry Inconveni 

nave thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times more, and greater then 
the Evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: So on the other ſide, the par- 
ticular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, 
being thingsin their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and fo acknowledged; it is but 
reaſonable, that upon weighty and important Conſiderations, according to the various exi- 
gency of Times and Occaſions, ſich changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as to 
thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or expedi- 
Ent. — we ſind, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the 
Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and weighty Conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath 
yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective Times were 
thought convenient : Yet ſo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well in the chiefeſt 
Materials, as in the Frame and Order thereof) have ſtill continued the fame unto this day, 
and do yet ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts, and impetnous 
aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always diſcovered a 
=—__ regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, then to that Duty they owe to the 
Publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though 
enjoyned by the Laws ofthe Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the late 
unhappy Confuſions, ta be diſcontinued, is too well known to the World, and we are not wil- 
ling to remember. But when, upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 


that, * things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would retum of courſe ( the ſame ha- 


ving never legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe 
Men, whd under the late uſurped Powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render 
the people diſaffected thereunto,ſaw themſelves in point of Reputation and Intereſt concerned 
(unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch Men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavoursto hinder the reſtitution thereof. In or- 
der whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old 
Objections muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more then formerly had been 
made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great Importunities were uſed to his Sacred Majeſty, 
that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the caſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto his Ma- 
jeſty, out of his pious Inclination to give ſatisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably expected) 
to all his Subjects of what Perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

' In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have 
been uſed in the like caſe in former Times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed 
unto us, we have rejected all ſach as were either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly 
ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 
indeed ofthe whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) orelſe ofno conſequence at all, but utterly 
frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred tous (by what perſons, under what 
pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred ) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite 
or expedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto: Notenforced ſo to 
do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the faid Alterations : 
For we are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) that the

their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been ediſied thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one was 
called a No#urn: Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted. Moreover, thenumber and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate : 
a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhouldbe read, then to 
read it when it was found out. 

Theſe Inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the 
ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for 
that purpoſe, whichis plain and eaſie to be underſtood ; wherein (ſo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scriptureis ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking 
one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch | 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. | 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; there- | 
fore certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 


| of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, anda a 
great deal more profitable and commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncer- 
' tain, fome vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure

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Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame ; and that in ſuch 
Language and Order, as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers an 
Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs o 
the Order, and for that the Rules thereof be few and eaſie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Chur 
within this Realm;ſome following Salisbury Ute, ſome Hereford Uſe; and ſome the Uſe of Bangor 
ſome of ork, ſome of Lincoln; now from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but 
Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and 
ctice of the ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of 
doubts, concerning the manner how to and, do, and execute the things contained i 
this Book ; the Parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing,ſhall alway refort tothe Bi 
of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of 
fame; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbi- 


Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in 
the Church in the Engliſh Tongue, to the end that the Congre- 
gation may be thereby edified ; yet it is not meant, but that when 
men ſay Morning and Evening Prayer privately, they may ſay 

the ſame in any Language that they themſelves do underſtand.

by the Inſtitution of Man, ſome at the firſt were of godly intent and pur- 
8 poſe deviſed, and yet at length tumed to vanity and ſuperſtition : Some 
entred into the Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch a Zeal as was 
nv ithout knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in the begin- 
ning, they grew daily to more and more abuſes, which not only for their 
* *S unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the people, 
and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean rejected: Other 
there be, which although they have been deyiſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerye 
them ſtill, as well for a decent Order in the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as 
becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done inthe Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth ) ought to be referred. = We ' 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 
thing ; yet the wilfuland contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and 
Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all things be done among you, ſaith St. Paul, in 
4 ſcemly and due order; The appointment of the which Order pertaineth not to private men; 
therefore no man ought to take in hand, or — —— or alter any publick or com- 
mon Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully and authorized thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it a great mat- 
ter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to 
their old Cuſtoms; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſd new. ſangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: It was 
thought expedient not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either oftheſe Par- 
ties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, 
whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtom- 
ed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill 
Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the Eſtate of Chriſtian people was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch yoke 
and burthen ſnould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would 
Saint Avguſtine have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; where- 
unto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of 
Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark,that they did more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a 


dage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spirit ; being content anly with thoſe 
Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir 
up the dull mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpegial 
ſignification, whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certain Ceremonies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtiti- 
ous blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 
more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not wall be taken away, 
the thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, for that ſome 
of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is 
not poſſible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily percerve juſt 
cauſe 
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Ceremonial Law (as muchof ſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bon- | 
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Ol Ceremonies. 


dauſe to reform their judgments. And if they think much that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed anew:then men granting — convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only 
for their age, without bewraying of their own folly, For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to 
have reverence unto them for their Antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudi- 
ous of — and concord, then of innovations and new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be 
with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore; ſuch 
have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended, For as thoſe are taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe ; fo the other 
that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered 
and changed,and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they 
be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſd ſet forth, that every man may underſtand 
what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like that they in time to 
come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings we condemri no other 
Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our own People only : For we think it convenient; 
that every Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of 
Gods honour and glory, and to the reducing of the People toa moſt perfect and living, 
without errour or ſuperſtition ; and that they ſhould put away other things, which from time 
to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens Ordinances it often chanceth diyerfly 
in divers Countreys.

Mhente art thou: But Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then 
ſaith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto me: know- 
eſt thou not, that J have power to crucifie thee, and have 
power to releaſe thee : Jeſus anſwered, Thou conideſt 
ve no power at all againſt me, except it were given thee 
om above : therefoze he that delivered me unto thee hath 
the greater lin. And from thencekoꝛth Pilate 1279 to 
releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, Ik thou 
let this man go, thou art not Ceſars friend: Mholoe ver 
maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate therefoze heard that ſaying,he bꝛought Jeſus fo:th, 
and ſat down in the fudgment-ſeat, in a place that is cal⸗ 
led the Pavement, but in the Hebzew, Gabbatha. And it 
was the pꝛeparation of the paſſover, and about the ſirth! 
hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your king. 
But they cried out, Away with him, away With him, 
crucifle him. Pilate ſaith unto „Shall J crucifie 
your king: The chief Pꝛieſts anſwered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he him therefoze unto them to 
be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led him away. And 
he bearing his croſs, went fozth into a plate called the place 
of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebzew,Golgotha : Where 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt, And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the croſs. And the wꝛiting was JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews: foz the place where Jeſus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was mitten in 
Hebzew, and Gzeek, and Tatine. Then ſaid the chief 
ieſt of the Jews to Pilate, ite not, The king of the 
ws; but that he 009, am the king of the Jews. Pi⸗ 
tate anſwered, What J have mitten, J have witten. 


Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, _ 
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his garments. (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top throughout. They ſaid therefoze a- 
mong themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots foz it, 
whole it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
foꝛ my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things therefoze the 
ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his 
mother and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his 
mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then ſaith he to 
the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſciple took her unto his own home. After this, Jeſus 
knowing that all things were now accompliſhed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now there 
was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they filled a ſpunge 
with vineger, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jeſus therefoze had received the vineger, 
he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghoſt. The Jews therefoze becauſe it was the pꝛe⸗ 
paration, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs 
on the ſabbath-day(foz that ſabbath-day was an high day) 
beſought Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that 
they might be taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and 
bake the legs of the firſt, and or the other which was cru⸗ 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and ſa w 
that he was dead already, they bzake not his legs. But one 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide, and foꝛthwith 
came there out bloud and water. And he that ſaw it bare 
recoꝛd, and his recoꝛd is true : andhe knoweth that he ſaith 
true, that ye might believe. Foz theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall 
not be bzoken.

Which Offices were evermore had in 
ſuch Reverend eſtimation, that no man might pre- 
ſume to execute any of them, except he were firſt Called, Tried, 
Examined,and known to have ſuch Qualities as are requiſite for the 
ſame ; and alſo by publick Prayer, with Impoſition of Hands, 
were approved and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And 
therefore, to the intent that theſe Orders may be continued, and 
reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church of England; No man 
ſhall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Biſhop, Prieſt, or Dea- 
con in the Church of England, or ſuffered to execute any of the 
ſaid Functions, except he be Called, Tried, Examined and Ad- 
mitted thereunto, according te the Form hereafter following, or 
hath had formerly Epiſcopal Conſecration or Ordination. 

And none {hall be Admitted a Deacon, Except he be Twenty 
three years of age, unleſs he have a Faculty. And every man which 
is ro be Admitted a Prieſt, ſhall be full Four and twenty years old. 
And every man which is to be Ordained or Conſecrated Biſhop, 
ſhall be fully Thirty years of age. 

And the Biſhop knowing either by himſelf, or by ſufficient 
teſtimony, any perſon to be a man of yertuous Converſation, ana 
without Crime, and after Examination and Trial, finding him 
Learned in the Latine Tongue, and ſufficiently Inſtructed in holy 
Scripture, may at the Times appointed in the Canon, or elſe upon 
urgent occaſion, on ſome other Sunday or Holy.day, in the face of 
the Church, Admit him a Deacon, in ſuch manner and Form as | 
hereafter followeth.

J The Service ſhall be the fame with the uſual Office for Holy- days; Except where it is in this 
Office otherwiſe appointed. 

© If this Day ſhall ha -r the Collects of this Office are 
to be added to the Offices of thoſe Feſtivals in their proper places; and if Adunday or 
Tueſday in Mhitſum Week or Trinity Sunday, the proper Pfalms here inted for this Day, 
inflcad of thoſe of Ordinary courſe, ſhall be alſo uſed, and the Collets added as before ;
